The new municipal library, op 
ned last month, still is operated 
is a branch of the county library 
system. The county provides most 
of the books and personnel, with 
he city providing the facilities, 
urnishings, a selection of refer- 
nce works and other personnel.

Under this setup, residents of 
he city pay the same 8-cents-per-. 
3100 special library tax to the 
‘ounty as do non-residents and 
lave no more rights to use of the 
facility. If the county ties were 
2liminated, Menlo Park property 
ywners would not pay the 8-cent 
special tax, and the city would fi- 
lance the entire operation out of 
ts own budget. 

During, the past year, the city 
‘as allocated somewhat mere than 
$13,000 for library operation. The 
‘otal amount collected by the coun. 
ty library within the city limits 
‘rom the 8-cent tax rate amounts 
‘o more than $26,000. City resi 
lents thus, under the present sys- 
tem, pay approximately 50 per- 
cent more for library service than 
do non-residents. 

Major problem in breaking away 
from the county system, it was in- 
Jicated, would be the acquisition 
of an adequate stock of books. 

Three methods of overcoming 
this difficulty were briefly pro- 
posed: 

Under the first, the county 
would pay rent to the city for use 
of the building for the several 
years, which money would in turn 
be used by Menlo Park for pur- 
chase of its own books. 

Before opening of the city li- 
brary building, the county con- 
tributed $100 a month toward ren- 
tal of facilities, with the city pay- 
ing the balance. 

As a second possible solution, 
City Manager C: L. Longson point- 
ed out that a number of offers had 
been received by the city from 
firms that will rent complete li- 
brary stocks. 

Thirdly, it was considered that 
the county might be willing to en- 
ter a contractual agreement to sup- 
ply the city facility out of its cen- 
tral stock.
